Midwinter Meeting Breakfast Conf Sc 
: 
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It Is Getting Later Than We Think 


Just to remind each of us that unless you and I get off the seats of our 
collective pants and do more than give lip service to keeping our profession 
strong and dental service in the United States the finest in the world, we may 
find dentistry being practiced by persons unqualified by educational and 
scientific background and who fail to meet the high standards of professional 
qualification. If you think that such is not the case may I suggest that you look 
toward Northwest U.S.A., in the State of Washington, or to the province of 
Manitoba, Canada. Here in these areas legislation is being prepared which 
could affect the practice of dentistry and the dental health of the public in a 
most adverse manner. Here are the particulars. 

In the State of Washington there is a campaign under way to obtain 100,000 
signatures to place on the ballot for public referendum the question as to 
whether “The Public Denturists” (laboratory technicians who feel because of 
their knowledge in the mechanical phase of prosthetic dentistry they are qualified 
to render a health service without the prescribed professional training necessary 
to practice dentistry and examination by a board of dental examiners to pass 
on those qualifications) shall be permitted to render a health service directly 
to the public. This procedure is doubly dangerous for it will permit persons 
unqualified in the health sciences to practice dentistry. It also will by-pass the 
Board of Dental Examiners as the qualifying body to license persons to practice 
dentistry. It will wipe out 50 years of progress toward providing the finest in 
dental health service. Certainly the general public is not qualified to do this 
job by a ballot referendum. Only the profession can do this. 

The second program which is being proposed, although not quite so far- 
fetched but equally dangerous to good health service, is being promoted in the 
Province of Manitoba, Canada. You may say that this is no concern of ours 
but in a very real sense it is, for dental education and licensure in Canada and 
the United States have been almost identical and there has been complete 
cooperation between the two professional organizations. The Bill sponsored by 
the Manitoba Dental Association and recently passed by the legislature has 
four proposals. The first item would establish a two-year training program 
which on completion of the required work would permit dental hygienists to 
take X-rays, intra-oral impressions for dentures, register bite relations, and 
permit them to repair dentures and add teeth to a denture under supervision 
of a dentist. The necessary education for training these hygienists would be 
offered by the Manitoba University Dental School and on completion of the 
prescribed course the hygienists would be known as Clinical Assistants. Bi-level 
dentistry is the best you can call it. The second and equally dangerous proposal 
and one smacking of downright socialism, is one in which the Manitoba Dental 
Association will undertake to provide denture service to so-called persons of 
limited income at a fee of 85 dollars for a full upper and lower denture. There 
is no definite criteria for qualification; therefore, it would be assumed that 
such service is available to all who apply. To make this absurdly low fee even 
more absurd is the fact that the Manitoba Dental Association will assume all 
responsibility for all costs of providing the building, all materials, and staffing 
the clinic. Beside the inadequacy of the fee it would be the writer’s opinion 
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that the care of the indigent is the responsibility of the welfare department 
of the state. 


The writer would not for one minute forget that the dentist has a responsi- 
bility in aiding those less fortunate but he cannot be expected to assume total 
responsibility for such professional service. A workman is worthy of a fair 
return for his hire and this is equally true of a professional man who is worthy 
of an adequate fee for his services. American dentistry has risen to the pinnacle 
of professional excellence on the basis of fine personal relations between patient 
and dentist and the desire on the part of the dentist to render the finest pro- 
fessional service for an adequate return so that he can be free from the worry 
of the wherewithal to provide adequately for his loved ones and provide the 
best in dental service. This no professional man can do without fair compen- 
sation. 


The other two proposals were good for better dental health service for they 
assured the public protection against illegal practice. One was the work order 
statute making it compulsory for each dentist to provide the laboratory with a 
written work order; very similar to our recent amendment to the Dental Prac- 
tice Act. The other was the injunctive procedure against illegal practice of 
dentistry which makes law enforcement more effective and in which the Chicago 
Dental Society played so large a role in proving its effectiveness. 

On the bright side two items introduced by the denturists to permit them to 
deal directly with the public were defeated as was a bill to license ethical labora- 
tory technicians. 

To add to Canada’s dental problems there has been introduced into the 
Alberta Province legislature, a bill similar in most respects to the Manitoba Bill 
in providing that the hygienist can practice certain aspects of dentistry already 
discussed earlier but in addition would permit hygienists working under the 
supervision of a dentist to fill cavities in teeth in which the cavity preparation 
has been done by a dentist; again passing on to inadequately trained personnel 


‘ the practice of dentistry under the guise of providing more dental personnel 


to meet the ever-increasing demands for dental service. Second-class dentistry 
is not the answer. 

If this isn’t enough to get you aroused from your complacency, just look 
back over the last three sessions of the Illinois legislature and you will find that 
the denturists were on the march and you can bet your bottom dollar that they 
will march again. 

I can hear you ask, “What can I do?” 


You can right now become acquainted with the men in your legislative dis- 
trict by calling on them and explaining fully the dangers to the health of the 
public which could come from untrained persons practicing dentistry. You 
can assure these men of your support. You can get out and take an active part 
in your community elections. 

See that every eligible voter in your family votes. 

Urge your patients to vote. Keep hammering away at them. 

Make it known to the candidates that you are actively and deeply concerned 
with the affairs of government, local, state, and national, that you are con- 
cerned enough to give of your time and money to see that good government 
comes to pass. 

Our forefathers bled and died for the freedom and rights which have been 
our birthright. All you have to do is give some of your time, money and efforts, 
be concerned enough to vote yourself, see that your family votes and to take

Fair Play in Reporting 


The writer should probably let the matter pass as unworthy of comment but 
in the interest of honest reporting and fairness I am prompted to write. Shortly 
after Secretary Benson’s appearance at the First General Session of the Mid- 
winter Meeting there appeared in one of our metropolitan papers some remarks 
which reflected on the Secretary and which failed to correspond to the high 
regard and enthusiastic reception accorded him.

The writer was the only representative 
of the Chicago Dental Society who met Secretary Benson and escorted him to 
his room in the Conrad Hilton Hotel where I left him in the hands of our press 
representatives who had arranged a press conference. At 7:45 Mr. Secretary 
Benson came to the dining room where Dr. Hayes was presiding at a dinner 
for our honored guests and the Board of Directors and their wives. It was there 
that Dr. Hayes met Mr. Benson for the first time. Mr. Benson met all of the 
guests and we then proceeded to the Grand Ballroom of the Conrad Hilton 
Hotel for the program of the evening. Here the Secretary delivered an ad- 
dress which was a real challenge and inspiration, and was given a thunderous 


ovation by the same 1200 persons representing dentists and their wives from 
the entire United States. 


After receiving the personal handshake of hundreds of those present and the 
personal expression of gratitude from President Hayes, it was the writer’s privi- 
lege to escort Secretary Benson to his quarters which he occupied on the 24th 
floor with his aide, Mr. Bert Tolefson. After making the arrangements for 
Secretary Benson’s departure by air the following morning I left Mr. Benson 
and his aide. Again in Mr. Pearson’s remarks he had Mr. Rock as his aide, 
while in fact it was Mr. Tolefson. 


It has been the writer’s opinion that factual reporting is basic to good report- 


ing and it certainly is a pathetic state of affairs when dedicated people are 
belittled and reflected on.
